To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on 
the  health  of  the  inhabitants  for  the  year  1954.  As  in 
previous  years  I have  taken  the  opportunity  of  giving  details 
of  the  work  carried  out  by  the  nursing  staff  controlled  by 
me  as  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  again  low  and  the 
slight  increase  in  notifications  was  due  to  an  increase  in 
Measles  cases  and  a small  outbreak  of  a mild  form  of  Scarlet 
Fever.  Once  again  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  the 
one  case  of  Poliomyelitis  was  not  confirmed  on  further 
investigation. 

The  Birth  Rate  has  increased  slightly  and  so  also  has 
the  Death  Rate.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  a small  but  welcome 
reduction  in  the  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age. 

Throughout  the  report  I have  commented  on  many  of 
the  figures  and  statistics  and  related  them  to  the  welfare  of 
the  inhabitants  and  the  services  provided. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Chairman  and 
Members  of  the  Committee  for  their  help  and  support 
during  the  year,  to  the  Officials  for  their  co-operation  with 
the  Health  Department,  and  particularly  to  the  Sanitary 
Inspector  and  the  Health  Department  staff  for  their  valued 
help  throughout  the  year.

COMMENTS  ON  VITAL  STATISTICS 
Births 

The  birth  rate  shows  a slight  increase  over  last  year’s 
rate  and  continues  to  be  higher  than  the  average  rate  for 
the  administrative  county  and  the  country  as  a whole.  The 
application  of  the  comparability  factor  leaves  the  corrected 
birth  rate  still  above  the  average.  This  corrected  birth  rate 
would  represent  the  birth  rate  for  Bentley  if  its  population 
had  the  same  sex  and  age  distribution  as  the  country  as  a 
whole. 
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The  number  of  illegitimate  births  was  reduced  from  21 
in  1953  to  8 in  1954.  The  Moral  Welfare  Committee  of  the 
Archdeacomy  of  Doncaster  and  Rotherham  are  most  helpful 
in  these  cases  and  can  give  the  practical  help  so  necessary. 

A table  is  appended  showing  the  survival  rate  of  all 
premature  babies  born  in  the  area. 

Deaths 

The  number  of  deaths  increased  from  178  to  209  and 
gives  a crude  death  rate  of  10.36.  When  this  is  corrected 
with  the  comparability  factor  the  death  rate  is  slightly 
higher  than  the  average  death  rate  of  the  country  as  a whole. 

There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
from  cancer,  there  being  43  deaths  in  1954  compared  with 
26  deaths  in  1953,  of  these  deaths  27  were  over  the  age  of  65. 
There  were  5 deaths  from  cancer  of  the  lung. 

The  commonest  cause  of  death  was  heart  disease  or  an 
associated  disease.  This  accounted  for  62  deaths  compared 
with  68  in  1953. 

There  were  no  deaths  due  to  pregnancy  or  childbirth. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  showed  a small  but  welcome 
reduction.  Twelve  children  died  before  reaching  the  age  of 
one  year  giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  of  33.6  compared 
with  41.0  in  1954.  Although  prematurity  was  given  as  the 
cause  of  death  in  only  two  cases,  an  investigation  of  these 
deaths  showed  that  5 of  the  children  were  below  the  standard 
taken  for  a mature  child  i.e.  their  birth  weights  were  5|lbs 
or  less.  It  is  remarkable  that  11  of  the  12  infants  who  died, 
died  before  reaching  4 weeks  old. 

There  was  a marked  increase  in  the  number  of  stillbirths, 
there  being  16  during  the  year  compared  with  6 in  1953.

1 — Child  Welfare  Service  and  Health  Visiting  Service 

The  child  welfare  centre  continues  to  be  well  attended 
particularly  by  mothers  with  young  babies.  The  attendance 
at  the  centre  together  with  the  visits  paid  by  health  visitors 
to  the  home,  show  the  excellent  service  and  help  offered  to 
mothers  in  the  rearing  of  their  children.  This  is  truly  a 
preventive  service  and  the  success  of  the  work  of  these  highly 
trained  health  visitors  is  shown  by  the  improving  standards 
of  health  and  physique  found  in  children  today.  Along  with 
their  colleagues,  the  midwives  and  home  nurses,  the  health 
visitors  are  important  to  the  general  practitioners  in  bettering 
the  health  of  the  community.

2.  Maternity  Service 

Every  effort  is  made  to  co-operate  with  the  general 
practitioners  to  ensure  that  every'  pregnant  woman  gets  the 
best  possible  ante-natal  supervision  and  attendance  at  the 
birth  of  the  child.  With  the  consent  of  the  patient,  her  first 
attendance  is  notified  to  her  own  general  practitioner,  but 
attendance  at  ante-natal  clinics  is  open  to  any  pregnant  woman 
whether  her  own  doctor  has  been  engaged  for  the  confinement 
or  not. 

Classes  continue  to  be  held  to  help  mothers,  particularly 
those  having  their  first  babies,  to  approach  the  confinement 
confidently  and  with  an  understanding  of  the  perfectly  normal 
processes  involved.  These  classes  include  relaxation  exercises, 
advice  in  diet,  the  hygiene  of  pregnancy,  mothercraft  talks, 
the  provision  of  layettes,  maternity  benefits,  etc.  During  1954, 
254  mothers  attended  the  clinics.

3.  Home  Nursing 

This  service  continued  to  have  heavy  demands  made  on 
it  during  the  year.  As  reported  previously  use  is  made  of  a 
surgery  in  the  centre  of  Bentley  where  the  nurses  attend  in 
rotation  one  hour  daily.  To  this  surgery  the  general 
practitioners  send  their  ambulant  patients  for  dressings  and 
injections  and  without  the  provision  of  this  surgery  the  nurses 
could  not  get  through  the  work.  The  nurses  work,  as  far  as 
treatment  is  concerned,  under  the  direction  of  the  practitioners 
and  their  services  are  called  upon  directly  by  them.

4.  Home  Helps 

This  service  continues  to  expand  rapidly  and  a table  is 
appended  showing  the  increase  of  cases  and  of  hours  worked 
over  1953.  The  increased  help  has  been  mainly  to  the  aged 
and  the  aged  sick  and  this  home  help  service  has  done  a 
great  deal  to  add  to  the  comfort  of  these  old  folks  in  their 
declining  years.  This  case  of  the  elderly  is  a,  growing  problem, 
a problem  which  could  be  helped  in  some  cases  by  the 
provision  of  more  homes  for  the  aged.  But  the  majority  of 
old  folks  want  their  own  home  and  the  excellent  provision 
which  authorities  make  to  the  problem  by  erecting  bungalows 
for  aged  persons,  in  conjunction  with  a home  help  service, 
is  the  satisfactoiy  solution  in  most  cases.

This  foot  comfort  service  was  commenced  on  the  4th 
March,  1954,  and  has  been  held  three  times  a month.  By 
reason  of  augumented  funds  this  service  is  now  held  weekly 
at  the  Health  Department,  by  appointment,  and  any  aged 
person  in  the  district  cam  make  use  of  this  service  free)  of  cost.

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7.  School  Health  Service 


Every  school  child  is  examined  by  a whole-time  Medical 
Officer  on  entry  to  a primary  school,  in  the  last  year  at  a 
primary  school,  and  in  the  last  year  at  a secondary  school. 
Additional  special  examinations  are  carried  out  at  the  request 
of  the;  parent  or  teacher  or  at  the  Medical  Officer’s  discretion. 

When  the  medical  examination  reveals  a defect,  arrange- 
ments are  in  force  for  the  case  to  be  followed  up  and  the 
necessary  treatment  to  be  obtained.  Minor  ailment  clinics 
are  held  by  the  School  Nurse,  and  quarterly  visits  to  the 
schools  are  made  for  the  inspection  of  heads. 

It  is  a matter  of  serious  regret  that  no  School  Dental 
Service  is  available  for  any  school  in  Adwick  or  Bentley.  It 
is  appreciated  that  a school  child  can  go  to  a private  dental 
surgeon  but  too  often  such  a visit  is  made  because  of  toothache.

10.  Ambulance  Facilities 

This  scheme  is  still  operating  satisfactorily.  There  is  a 
free  ambulance  and  sitting  car  twenty-four  hour  service  for 
everyone.  The  vehicles  are  stationed  at  Yarborough  Terrace, 
Bentley,  and  are  available  on  request  from  doctors  and 
nurses  or  from  the  general  public  in  an  emergency. 

11.  Care  and  After-Care 

It  is  important  that  patients  who  have  been  treated  in 
hospital  by  consultants  either  medically  or  surgically  should 
receive  after-care  on  their  return  to  their  own  homes  to  ensure 
continued  benefit  from  the  treatment. 

Discharged  patients  who  require  nursing  assistance  either 
from  the  home  nurse,  midwife,  or  health  visitor,  are  notified 
to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  who,  in  co-operation  with 
the  patient’s  doctor,  arranges  for  the  necessary  service  to  be 
given. 

In  common  with  many  other  areas,  there  is  a serious 
shortage  of  beds  for  the  aged  chronic  sick  and  distressing 
cases  have  often  to  wait  for  admission.  The  home  nurse 
and  the  services  of  a home  help  can  occasionally  help  in 
these  conditions,  but  where  there  are  no  relatives  living  in 
the  house  or  near  at  hand,  the  only  solution  is  removal  to 
hospital. 

The  medical  consultants  at  the  hospital  have  been  most 
helpful  by  arranging  for  copies  of  letters  to  the  private 
practitioners  regarding  patients  under  15  years  of  age  to 
be  sent  to  the  Divisional  Office. 
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12.  Special  Examinations 

Throughout  the  year  special  examinations  are  carried  out 
for  the  Council  of  all  staff  (officials  and  workmen)  who  com- 
mence work  for  the  Council.  Medical  examinations  and 
consultations  are  also  held  with  members  of  the  staff  who 
have  prolonged  absence  with  sickness.

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Sites  for  vans  have  been  licensed  at  Hall  Ville  Lane,  Toll 
Bar;  Nelson’s  Yard,  Cooke  Street;  Hunt  Lane;  Arksey; 
Jossey  Lane;  and  Church  Street. 

The  total  number  of  vans  is  thirty-six. 

By  the  end  of  the  year  837  new  houses  had  been 
completed  by  the  local  authority.  These  houses  are  let  on  a 
points  system,  and  15  per  cent,  continues  to  be  allocated  for 
special  cases  brought  forward  on  health  grounds  or  hardship. 

The  568  houses  erected  on  behalf  of  the  National  Coal 
Board  are  adjoining  a large  Council  housing  estate.  There 
are  now  approximately  1,200  houses  on  the  estate  and  this 
will  increase  as  the  Council’s  housing  programme  continues. 
A report  has  been  submitted  to  the  Council  on  the  need  for 
community  development  in  this  area  and  steps  are  being 
taken  to  secure  such  a development. 

During  the  year  3 houses  already  reported  to  the  Council 
as  Individual  Unfit  Houses  were  demolished. 

A survey  of  the  old  houses  in  the  district  has  been 
undertaken  and  at  the  time  of  writing  this  report  five  clearance 
orders  have  just  been  confirmed. 

Throughout  the  year  there  has  been  a continual  nuisance 
from  the  horse  drawn  vans  of  itinerant  hawkers  using  side 
roads  and  lanes.  It  is  difficult  to  imagine  the  amount  of 
wanton  destruction  to  hedges  and  gates  they  cause  and  the 
amount  of  rubbish  and  waste  around  the  sites  of  the  vans. 
In  an  effort  to  stop  this  nuisance  38  summonses  were  taken 
out  against  these  van  dwellers,  11  were  served  and  fined  and 
the  remainder  left  the  district  before  the  summonses  could 
be  served.  Unfortunately,  the  fines  imposed  did  not  prevent 
the  influx  of  other  vans.

Special  attention  was  again  paid  to  the  sampling  of  raw 
milk.  Of  the  41  samples  taken  for  cleanliness  18  were 
unsatisfactory  on  testing.  This  is  above  the  average  of 
unsatisfactory  milks  found  in  the  last  three  years.  Fortunately 
much  less  raw  milk  is  now  being  sold  in  the  district. 

Of  the  38  samples  submitted  for  evidence  of  tuberculosis 
one  was  found  positive.  Steps  were  immediately  taken  under 
the  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations  1949  to  issue  an  order  for 
compulsory  pasteurisation  of  the  supply  until  the  herd  was 
found  free  of  tuberculosis.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OVER  INFECTIOUS

During  the  year  244  cases  of  infectious  diseases  were 
notified,  compared  with  170  cases  in  1953.  Measles  (180), 
Whooping  Cough  (11),  and  Scarlet  Fever  (43)  accounted  for 
most  of  the  cases. 

The  one  case  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  notified  was  not 
confirmed.

Tuberculosis 

No  action  was  taken  under  the  Public  Health  (Preven- 
tion of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations  1925,  or  under  Section  172 
of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

There  were  12  deaths  attributed  to  Tuberculosis  during 
the  year,  giving  a death  rate  of  0.59  per  1,000  population.

There  have  been  no  cases  of  wilful  neglect  or  refusal  to 
notify.  The  medical  practitioners  in  the  area  are  prompt  in 
their  notification  of  Tuberculosis. 

Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis 

A special  committee  for  this  purpose  has  been  established 
for  some  years.  The  committee  consists  of  lay  members  and 
representatives  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  in  Doncaster 
and  district.  Financial  assistance  is  given  to  the  committee 
by  the  West  Riding  County  Council  and  the  Doncaster 
County  Borough. 

It  has  been  possible  to  help  many  cases  with  clothing. 
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bedding,  etc.  This  Committee  carries  out  most  useful  work, 
and  the  advice  of  the  special  Health  Visitors  for  Tuberculosis 
is  always  available. 

The  Tuberculosis  Health  Visitor  continues  to  prove  a most 
valuable  link  between  the  Consultant  at  the  Chest  Clinic  and 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  Background  reports  are  sub- 
mitted to  each  officer,  and  this  home  visiting  enables  the 
chest  physician  to  be  assured  that  his  advice  is  being  carried 
out.  It  also  enables  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  con- 
sider the  housing  conditions,  and  if  these  can  be  improved 
the  Bentley  Council  is  always  most  willing  to  help. 

The  County  Council  also  provide  free  milk  up  to  two  pints 
per  day  to  cases  recommended  by  the'  Tuberculosis  Officer. 

Mass  Radiography 

During  February  and  March  the  South  Yorkshire  Mass 
Radiography  Unit  visited  the  district  and  carried  out  a 
survey. 

These  examinations  are  of  great  value  in  detecting  early 
tuberculosis  and  it  was  disappointing  that  more  inhabitants 
did  not  take  advantage  of  the  visit  of  this  unit. 

The  finding  are  given  below  together  with  the  figures 
for  the  previous  survey  two  years  ago  for  comparison.
